For  several  years  we  have  been  specializing  in  the  propagation  of  the 
best  varieties  of  Hardy  Northern  Pecans  and  English  Walnuts  for  the  Retail 
Trade.  The  demand  has  far  exceeded  the  supply.  However,  we  have  in- 
creased our  stock  and  owing  to  the  fact  that  we  have  many  calls  from 
nurserymen  for  these  trees  for  their  own  planting  and  customers,  we  have
